Response to Arguments / Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see paragraphs 3-5 on page 5 of the "Remarks" section of the 
response, filed December 7, 2007, with respect to the rejection of (previously dependent) claim 2 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Pelc et al., US Patent No. 6,203,759, have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The Examiner concurs with Applicant's assertion that the prior art to Pelc et al. 
fails to teach or render obvious the step of varying a frequency of vibrations during the recited 
cleaning step, in combination with the other recited methods steps of claim 1 . In view of the 
incorporation of the recitations of previously dependent claim 2 into independent claim 1, and in 
view of the aforementioned arguments of record, the prior art rejection of the claims under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) over Pelc et al. has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter
